additions, or corrections. Hearing none, he asked for a motion to approve the minutes. Cliff (KOCA) made a 
motion to approve and it was seconded by Ed (WA6JMR).

Amateur radio enthusiasts ham it up this weekend

HANNIBAL, Mo. -- Cliff Ahrens said the timing was fitting for the American Radio Relay League's 
national Field Day exercises Saturday and Sunday. 


Amateur radio operators, known as "hams," across the U.S. and Canada spent the weekend setting 
up and running stations out of parks, cars and emergency operations centers to prepare themselves 
to communicate if all other systems crash in an emergency situation. 


The 38-member Hannibal Amateur Radio Club was one of many to test skills they might be called 
upon to use with little warning. Considering the torrents of rain that doused Northeast Missouri over 
this month, that possibility didn't seem so distant. 


Ahrens, a longtime ham and Hannibal club trustee, said the group hasn't been asked for assistance 
during the recent deluge, but it would be ready if it were needed. 


"The flexibility of ham radio operators to be able to provide emergency communications on short 
notice ... makes us particularly helpful during those initial 24 to 48 hours when all else fails," he said. 
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Emergency communication is one of the many factors that have kept local hams involved in the 
Hannibal club for more than 80 years. Ahrens noted they've been tapped for communication service 
during major flooding in the 1970s and 1990s, as well as during a 1930s ice storm that damaged all 
means of communication to and from America's Hometown. 


"Hannibal was really cut off from the world (during the ice storm)," Ahrens said. "The ham radio 
operators provided communications to enable Hannibal to keep in touch with the rest of Missouri and 
around the country." 


As part of the Field Day exercises, Hannibal's amateur radio club set up in the basement of Marion 
County Health Department Saturday morning and launched into a 24-hour period in which they tried 
to make as many contacts with other ham operators as possible. The exercise was expected to 
conclude Sunday afternoon. 


Ahrens said reaching out to hams across the globe is another factor that makes amateur radio 
appealing. Club member Joseph Sinclair of New London agreed. Sinclair said he's communicated 
with hams in just about every country and speaks regularly with radio enthusiasts in Ireland and New 
Zealand. He also uses his home system to reach friends in Florida and New Jersey. 


"It's enjoyable," he said. "That's the reason | have stayed with it. | enjoy making new contacts and 
keeping in touch with the previous ones." 


Ahrens noted language barriers are not an issue while communicating with hams in other countries, 
because English is amateur radio's international language. 


"| call it kind of a horizon-builder experience," he said. "| can come home from work and talk to 
somebody from Germany, Russia or Australia. It's a lot of fun and an opportunity to get acquainted 
with people all over the world." 


Both Ahrens and Sinclair are licensed to operate on frequencies designated for amateur radio. 
Ahrens added the Federal Communications Commission gives hams plenty of latitude when it comes 
to which frequencies they're permitted to use for two reasons. 


"Hams help advance the science of radio and the radio technology," Ahrens said. "We're really given 
quite a privilege. We have to pass exams to become licensed by the FCC, but in exchange for that, in 
addition to the research and development of radio communications, we're also involved in public 
service." 


It doesn't look like amateur radio will slow down any time soon. The ARRL reported in March the total 
number of amateur radio operators listed in the FCC's database reached an all-time high of 726,275 
in 2014. Continued growth was recorded in the first quarter of 2015. 


Sinclair noted the Hannibal club has mirrored the national trend. 


"We had several new ones join the club this year -- and younger people," he said. "That's what we 
need, really, is younger people to take hold of the thing and do a lot of the work."
